Morton would not name 
the other business group he 
expects to apply. But he

will be natural gas pipelines 
from the Arctic.”

Food Prices Up Again 


Increases Expected to Continue

family food market basket 
jumped $52 to another new 
record of $1,732 in February,

said declines in beef prices 
this month probably 
will 
hold the overall food rise to a 
slower pace than reported 
for February.

m ark et 
basket, rising for the 4th 
straight month and setting a 
new record for the second 
consecutive month, 3.1 per 
cent above the J a n u a ry 
annual estimate of $1,680. It 
was $323. or 22.9 per cent,

of

in 
February, 1973. 
The 
m ark et 
basket 
represents the cost of a 
selection 
of 
U .S.farm - 
produced foods needed to 
feed a hypothetical average 
“household” of 3.2 persons 


for a y ea r 
A griculture 
D ep a rtm en t 
econom ists, 
who originated the basket 
price series, stress that it 
does not show what any 
individual or average family 
actually spends on food but 
does serve as a reliable 
thermometer measuring ups 
and downs in food prices. 
Among other things, the 
m a rk e t basket does not 
specifically match any in­ 
dividual family’s purchasing 
p attern s 
because 
it 
is 
restric ted 
to 
m e asu rin g 
changes 
in 
U.S. 
farm - 
produced foods. This means 
it omits some items like 
seafoods and coffee. 
The Agriculture Depart­ 
ment is preparing to issue 
soon 
its monthly 
m arket 
basket report showing how 
much 
of 
the 
January-to- 
February 3.1 per cent in­ 
crease was due to higher 
farm prices and how' much 
may 
have been 
due 
to 
changes in marketing costs. 
The total retail cost of the 
F eb ru ary 
basket 
was 
calculated independently by 
newsmen using a February 


food price index published 
Thursday as part of the 
Labor 
Departm ent’s 
Con 
sumer Price Index. 
A griculture 
S ecretary 
Earl L. Butz, who says about 
two-thirds of the 12 per cent 
gain in food prices predicted 
by his Department for 1974 is 
already behind us, added 
Thursday that the February 
food increase was inflated by 
livestock prices. 
“This (February figure) 
comes at a time when we had 
high livestock prices due to 
government interference in 
the m arket last year,” he 
said, noting that the Con­ 
sumer Price Index report 
showed retail beef prices up 
7.5 per cent from January. 
“ But now' prices have 
dropped precipitously and if 
you take that index again 
today you’d see a precipitous 
decline." Butz told a Senate 
subcommittee. 
The market basket cost, 
which is calculated monthly 
on 
an 
annual-rate 
basis, 
reached what was a record 
of $1,653 last August. A two- 
month decline followed, but 


the ■’ate began rising again 
last November and reached 
$1,650 in December before 
breaking through 
to new 
peaks in January and Feb­ 
ruary.

HOUSTON UPI — Billy 
E pperson wore a silver 
sheriff's star pinned over his 
heart on the blue vest and his 
cowboy 
chaps and 
boots 
fluttered and squeaked as he 
s c u rried up to his 
kin­ 
dergarten teacher. 
“ I'm back!” the 5-year-old 
youngster said with a smile 
as he took a red bandana 
from around his neck. 
For the first time in 27 
days, Billy went to class at 
Golden Acres Elementary 
School 
in 
suburban 
Pasadena. 
And lie returned with the 
same long hair that caused 
school officials to suspend 
him 
They said his hair 
violated * 
their 
strict 
grooming code because it 
tumbled over his ears. 
Mr. and Mrs. William F. 
Eperson, who adopted Billy 
when he was 3, said they let 
his hair grow long to cover a 
birth d e fe c t-a m ishapen 
head. To cut it short would 
hold him up to the ridicule of 
classmates, they said. 
School officials said they 
would not let Billy back in 
school until he got his hair 
cut. The Epperson’s filed 
suit in federal court and U. S. 
D istrict Judge Woodrow 


Seals-who said he wore his 
hair in the sam e “ Buster 
Brown ’ style when he was a 
b o v -o rd e re d the district 
W ednesday 
to 
let 
Billy 
return to class. 
His parents drove him to 
school 
Thursday 
morning 
and he came home on the 
school bus. 
“When he got up to the 
school and saw his teacher, 
he got real excited,” Mrs. 
Epperson said. 
“ He 
really 
doesn’t 
un­ 
derstand what all this is, 
she said 
The 
Eppersons 
adopted 
Billy 
when 
Epperson retired from the 
Navy two years ago. They let 
his hair grow to cover ihe 
congenital birth defect that 
gives him an elongated head 
“The fact his daddy has 
been ab le.to grow his hair 
out long means something to 
him .” Mrs. Epperson said. 
“ His whole life has been 
oriented tow ard his dad 
because he never had one To 
him it’s more than just a 
haircut.” 
The Epperson’s victorious 
suit against the Pasadena 
school district said Billy was 
wrongfully expelled and the 
action violated the symbolic 
free speech protected by the 


First Amendment. They said

as normal a life as possible.

WASHINGTON (UPI) 
The G eneral Accounting 
Office 
(GAO) 
has 
told 
Congress a deterioration in 
mail service in 1972 and 
early 
1973 resulted 
from 
m anpow er cutbacks and 
other econom ies as the 
service tried to get itself on a 
pay-asyou-go basis. 
The GAO, which acts as a 
watchdog for Congress, said 
it would be necessary to 
speed 
up 
the 
s e rv ic e ’s 
m echanization efforts if 
revenues are ever to cover 
costs 
because 
future 
operating 
expenses 
are 
bound to go up, especially in 
the labor area. 
The agency 
said 
labor 
costs also are rising faster 
than 
productivity, 
com ­ 
plicating the problem. 
“The average postal salary 
increased almost 60 per cent 
from 1956 through 1967,’ the 
report 
said, 
“ although 
p r o d u c tiv ity 
r e m a in e d 
virtually constant.” 
The GAO’s findings were 
based on a survey of 13 
major cities undertaken at 
ie request of the House and 
Senate 
Post 
Office 
com­ 
m ittees 
and 
individual 
congressmen disturbed by 
complaints of poor services 
from their constituents. 
Noting that the old Post 
Office Department ran up a 
deficit of $20.4 billion bet­ 
ween 1926 and 1971 despite 


efforts to attain self suf­ 
ficiency, GAO said that when 
the new Postal Service was 
set it undertook a strenuous 
campaign to cut labor and 
other 
costs 
through 
mechanization and job cut­ 
backs. 
Among other things, the 
s e rv ic e ’s 
payroll 
was 
reduced from 741 thousand 
to 682 thousand employees 
t h r o u g h 
r e t i r e m e n t s , 
resig n atio n s 
and 
a 
job 
freeze. The service tried to 
offset this by increased m e­ 
chanization 
but 
late 
d eliv eries 
of 
equipm ent 
sh arp ly 
in creased 
the 
workload at some post of­ 


fices. 
The result, the report said, 
was 
that 
“ costs 
w ere 
reduced, but at the expense 
of service” in the areas of 
mail pickups, deliveries and 
Saturday closings of postal 
windows. 
“ The 
Postal 
Service, 
recognizing the problem , 
began sev eral co rrectiv e 
actions in February, 1973, 
and service has improved,” 
the agency added. 
It made no specific recom­ 
mendations to Congress but 
said it would keep an eye on 
the situation “to ascertain 
the effectiveness of the 
various corrective actions.”

Butterflies are gaily col­ 
ored insects we often see on 
summer days. They flutter 
from flower to flower drink­ 
ing the sweet liquid called 
nectar. 
Butterflies have no chew 
ing mouth parts. They cannot 
bite or chew 
Instead of the usual insect 
mouth, the butterfly has a 
long, slender tube which is 
used to suck up nectar and 
other liquids the way you sip 
through a soda straw 
When the butterfly is not 
eating, the long tube curls up 
like a watch spring under the 
insect s head 
A butterfly's taste buds 
are on the soles of its feet 
When it alights on a flower, 
the sweet taste causes the 
insect to uncoil its sucking 


tube. 
When butterflies go from 
one flower to another for the 
sweet nectar, they also pick 
up some pollen on the hairs 
of their legs and bodies

brushes off as they visit

half years, but the people on 
parole and pardons boards 
have to look at this and it 
they see som ething unusual, 
they might think the jury 
intended for him to stay in 
jail." 
H arris "killed his grand- 
daddy and his great aunt He 
hacked them to death with a 
butcher knife for no a p ­ 
parent motive and then he 
cam e up with an insanity 
plea.” 
Anderson was separated 
from his wife. 
"One night he goes and 
gets a shotgun and a knife 
and puts them in this hunting 
bag, I called it his ‘handy- 
dandy m u rder kit,’ and he 
splattered his wife all over 
the wall with the shotgun and 
when the little boy took off 
ru n n in g 
a c r o s s 
the 
back 
yard 
trying 
to get 
away, he shot and wounded 
him ," Casey said. 
Anderson, by then H a rris’ 
cellm ate, pleaded insanity 
too. 
"T hat psychology is sort of 
co n ta g io u s in th e j a i l , ’' 
Casey said. "If it works for 
one, they all want to try it 
and we kind of wanted to 
break it up. 
"A sentence like that helps 
to get pleas of guilty out of 
the jail too. It sort of shakes 
them up. It gets around real 
quick. 
"They know if the state 
offered him 20 years and he

it

out. 
T hey 
«ay 
‘T hey’re up here offering me 
IO years but they don’t know. 
I might walk too.’ 
"But if the state offers him 
20 years and he turns it down 
and loses, they say ‘They off­ 
ered him 20 and they offered 
m e IO. Maybe I ’d better take 
it’.” 
The reasons for going to 
jail Casey says, are punish­ 
m e n t, re h a b ilita tio n and 
keeping the criminal out of 
circulation. A short sentence 
and re h a b ilita tio n m ig h t 
help young, first offenders, 
he says, but "after a while

it

necessary to keep him aw ay 
from 
other 
people, 
from 
b u rg la riz in g , ra p in g an d 
killing.” 
Prison sentences are dealt 
in the m arketplace of justice 
and Ward Casey can deal. 
He is a m an who believes 
just about everyone in the 
jail is guilty w hether he has 
been tried yet or not. 
"They are m ost all guilty 
The trouble is can you prove 
it,” 
he 
says. 
‘‘Since 
the 
polygraph tests c a n ’t be used 
against them in court, they 
alm ost all take them ." 
The Texas Legislature bas 
outlawed prison sentences 
longer than 99 years. It has 
reinstated a limited death 
penalty but no one has been 
formally executed by 
the 
State of T exas since 1964. 
Casey 
thinks 
long 
sen­ 
tences are good in a time 
when simple m urder does 
not 
m ean 
the chair. 
He 
would like a broader death 
penalty. 
"I feel like when you got 
somebody who has so little 
regard for hum an life, that 
p erso n 
is 
no 
good 
fo r 
anything,” he says. ‘‘What 
do you owe him ? You don’t 
owe him a thing! 
“ If the odds are a million 
to one that there is any way 
you can stop only one person 
from getting killed. If m ay b e 
you can stop one guy, ju st 
one guy, from dying, why 
should you bat an eye about 
putting him aw ay or doing 
aw ay with h im ? ”
